The Lee Statue 

at Washington. 
N CONNECTION with the 
proposed statue of General 
Robert E. Lee at Washington, 
there seems to be a disposition 
on the part of some to fight over 
again the battles of the Civil War. 

This is most unfortunate. 

About three years ago the one- 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of this great ‘‘ Leader of the Lost 
Cause’’ was celebrated. At that 
time Charles Francis Adams, a 
lineal descendant of two Presi- 
dents, journeyed a thousand miles 
to strew fresh flowers upon the 
geave of Lee. The late Justice 
Brewer of the Supreme Court 
Bench declared that when his 
father was killed by a Southern 
bullet no one could have convinced 
him that within a little more than 
forty years he would appear be- 


Uncie Sam 
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fore an assemblage and laud the man who 
led these Southern armies. Yet the justice 
did that very thing at Washington. 

As men have come to know the life of 
General Lee, they have learned “to see 
him as he is—not merely a great Southern 
general, not merely a great American in 
whom citizens of every section may take 
just pride, but, better than all these, a su- 
premely great and good man, whose fame 
should be as wide as humanity or, better

still, as his own exquisite spirit of charity 
and brotherly love.’’ 

It was after the war that Lee won his 
greatest victories—‘‘for peace has its vic- 
tories no less than war.’’ As one of the 
anniversary speakers said, 

In war he had shown his willingness to 
“‘live and die for Dixie.’’ In peace he 
proved a more difficult willingness to live 
and die in Dixie, desolate as were her fields, 
shattered as was her social system, hopeless 
as were her people. Unassumingly, with- 
out blare of trumpets, without play to the 
galleries, without display of strenuosity, 
the simple gentleman did his simple duty. 


It should be remembered that the effi- 
ciency of the United States Military Acad- 
emy was greatly improved while Lee was in 
charge of that institution. The time may 
yet come when the statue of Robert Edward 
Lee will stand not only in Washington, but 
also on the campus at West Point.
